Triumph Over Game Tippity 
Witchet in Close Finish. 



BOWIE, Md., Xovembor 20.— Thp Southern Mary- 
land lluiuiu-:il> for all ages at one and one-sixtP<‘iitli 
miles featured a gooil proRrani at the Bowie track 
today and attracte<l tlie usual half-holiday tlirong of 
Baltiniure and WashinKton lovers of the tliorough- 
breds. Withdrawals reduced the field to four and 
Yellow Hand was returned the winner, making it a 
double for the K. T. Wilson stable. Dry Moon liav- 
ing curried the colors of the New* York sportsman 
to victory in the opening dash. 

It was a sj>arkling contest and the result in 
doubt until the final strides. Soon after the start 
J. Mooney sent Ballet Dancen II. into a big lead, 
but Johnson, on Tippity Witchet, went after the 
leader and overhauled 3iiin cm the far turn. 
There Johnson made the mistake of keeping the 
game little I.oft gelding next to the rail in 
the de<*pest going, with the result that when Yel- 
low Hand challenged Tippity Witchet was not e<iual 
to the grueling task asked of him and only his 
wonderful ganieness enabled him to hang on as he 
did. Yellow Hand was well ridden, W’einer keeping 
a stout hold on him while Ballet Dancer U. and 
Tippity Witchet were racing each other into ex- 
haustion. Entering the stretch the Wilson racer 
moved up with a great burst of .siwed and, after 
overtaking Tippity Witchet. held on to his slight 
advantage, gradually drawing away in tlie last 
few strides. 

Favorite backers started off well in the oj>ener. 
When they selected It. T. Wilson’s Dry M<K>n to 
win. rnrfew started to make the pace, but s<k)ii 
gave way to Billy McLaughlin, which led until 
well down the stretch, when Weiner sent the 
favorite to the front, to draw away to win, with 
8!«?ed in reserve. Billy McLaughlin held op well 
and easily outstay*^! Due de Morny, which out- 
gaiiied Curfew for third place. 

The Sunnyland stable’s litra Bold accounted 
for the second raw. derma and tlie winner al- 
ternated in pacemaking, with T'ltra Gold proving 
the gamer at the end to win by a length. Genna 
was tiring and just lasted to save s'.icond place 
from Nightstick, which was going fast at the 
finish. 

The third race, at one and a sixteenth miles, 
was won by A. Brent’s Uouen. from Kagnarok and 
Favour, which finished as named. Kagnarok set all 
the puce and looked to be winning easily, hut was 
in the deep going next to the rail in the stretch 
racing and tired badly. Rouen, which made his 
move rounding the far turn, easily raceil the 
leader into defeat, to win by three lengths. Rag- 
liarok was easily much liest. while Favour, *whlcli 
had cliased tlie pair throughout, tired badly. 

The largest field of the day went to the post in 
the sixth race, which was won by J. W. Beau’s 
Siesta. Waiikeag, the heavily backed horse, was 
second, with Great Gull third. The winner set all 
the pace, but had to he ridden out to withstand 
the fast rush of Waukeag in the final eighth. 
Waukeag kept close up all the way and hung on 
well to get second place from Great Gull, which 
clos«‘d rapidly from a slow beginning. 

C. A. Stoneliani’s Recount was retnnied winner 
of the fifth race, defeating Flibbertygibbet and 
Ralco. Flibbertygibbet rushed to the front shortly 
after the start and was raced into defeat by Re- 
count, which drew away to win easily by three 
lengths. Flibbertygibbet hung on gamely and held 
second place safe; Ralco, slow to get going, made 
up ground gamely and ontstayed Chasseur for the 
short end of the purse.

NET LEADING THE WINNING OWNERS 
AND MAN 0* WAR THE HORSES 



The New York field of racing was a scene of prosperous activity from start to finish of its 1920 
turf campaign. Its product of money to successful owners showed a gain over 1919 of the quite sub- 
stantial sum of $2S1,023.

The Westchester 
Racing Ass4K-iatioii is going ul)out this in a broad way in making the Belmont Stakes a $50,0<KI race for 
three-year-olds. As sure as the sun shines the peopie of New York will annually resiiond to this big 
appeal by flocking to Belmont Park in numbers that will pay this guaranty over and over. It supplies 
New York racing witli one thing it long has lacked — a feature so big and so outstanding that every New 
York lover of racing will find its lure irresistible. 

In its two meetings Belmont Park slightly exceeded Saratoga in its total distribution, but Saratoga 
led in daily output, giving an increase in this item over 1919 of more than $2,000 i>er diem. In fact, 
every principal New York racing organization made an excellent showing in this particuiar, Jamaica aiso 
increasing its daily return by more than $2,000, which was going fast for any track. Complete details 
of the money returns to owners from the comiKinent tracks of the New York field are presented in the 
following three tables, one interesting feature attesting the correctness of New York racing being the 
fact that 48 i>er cent of the favorites won. No other section of the country makes such a showing of 
consistency in racing to public form:

Work of Transforming It from 
Left Handed Course to Bight 
Handed Already Begun. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., Novembt'r 20. — The work of 
changing Belmont Park into an American race track 
is well under wa.v. Some two montlis ago tlie 
Westchester Racing Association resolved to make 
the changes because owners would not run their 
horses the left hand way and could not be educated 
to do so. The left hand way did not suit Amer- 
ican trainers or their horses, which on every other 
other course were asked to run right handed. They 
worked right handed and developed right hand rail 
and turn running. After working this way and 
l>eing asked to race left handed horses went wrong. 
Many notable horses weakened under the strain 
and in consetjuence owners were shy about Belmont 
Park’s left handed course. Major August Belmont 
wisely decided to “fit the tools to the trade’’ and 
Belmont Park will next spring be a regular race 
ruck on .American lines. 

Terry & Trench, the big local contracting firm, 
iMiguii the work of construcion Novemlier 1 anti 
much has been done since then. Between 150 and 
200 men are on the job. The old steel fiehl stanil 
east of the grandstand is down and its concrete 
being used to build new roads about the noble rac- 
ing plant. This field stand is to be replaced by 
a new field sructure to be built of the old stand 
material, but which will stand at such an angle 
that the stretch will be in full view from all its 
seats. There will be two additional sections adde<l 
to the eastern part of the grandstand. One or 
both sections will be used by the members of 
the Westchester Association and will be known as 
the club stand. All the stalls in the entire stand 
will lie raised twelve feet and brought out on a 
level with the supporting columns. 

Belmont Park’s new paddock will be directly 
behind where the old field stand stood and will 
occupy the greater part of the turf and field club’s 
grounds. The old paddock is to be used as an 
automobile parking inclosure. The old paddock 
building is to remain, but all the stalls will be 
removed to the new paddock. A later use is to 
to be found for this structure. 

It is proposed, but not yet decided, to use the 
old betting ring with its semicircular A*alls for a 
bad weather paddock. This may be done. 

BXHLD BROAD PROMENADE. 

There is to be a broad promenade the entire 
length of the stand liehlnd the upper row of seats. 
There are to be refreshment booths at intervals 
along this promenade. 

The old clubhouse west of the grandstand is to 
be employed as the race track’s general restaurant. 

All the soil of turns and stretch of the course has 
been taken up and piled and the entire Belmont 
course is to be regraded as nearly level as possible. 
Superintendent Pels has contracted for a great 
amount of the best top soil in Queens and Nassau 
t’ouuties, which will be used for a new cushion 
on the regraded track. 

This soft mat will cover over and eliminate the 
old gritty mat about which trainers have bitterly 
complained as the cause of sore heels of the horses. 
When the new grading and soiling of the course, the 
changes of the turns and fences are completed, 
there will be a race course of the Belmont Park 
proiiortions with gentler turns and more public 
conditions. But it will be a right hand course and 
the horses will run as on other New York tracks 
and exactly opposite of the Belmont Park running 
in the past. The new finish will approximately be 
at a point where the old eighth post stood, about the 
eastern end of the old grandstand. 

The present chute will still be used and the 
horses coming, from it will run the left hand 
way to the eye, though there is really no right or 
left hand way on a straight course. The finish of 
all races up to the five and a half furlongs will be 
at the new winning post. Should three-quarters or 
seven-eighths mile straightaway races at Belmont 
Park be adhered to — the (Riampagne Stakes and the 
Autumn is a race at seven furlongs straightaway 
—second and third finishing posts will be necessary. 
But the probabilities are that these races will be 
run to suit the owners, trainers and the public. 

The work going on will last all the winter’s 
workable days. While the changes are being made 
horsemen and horses will not be disturbed, but 
must do all their exercises on the mile training 
track, which will be kept in first-class condition. 
♦

Greatest Season of Winter Sport 
to Begin Thanksgiving. 

Jefferson Park Ready for Opening 
Day — Over 1,000 Horses 
Available. 



NEW GHLEAX'S, 1.^1., November 20. — Winter 
racing for the season of 1920-1921 will be Inangn- 
rated here next Thursday, and continue to March 
17, 1921. The first meeting will l)c held at Jef- 
ferson Park, from November 25 to Decemlter 31. 
then the Fair Grounds will oi>en on January 1 and 
racing will be conducted there to February 8. The 
wind-up will be at Jefferson Park, the final meet- 
ing running fix)m February 9 to March 17 

Prei)arations are practically completed for the 
inauguration of the sport at Jefferson Park on 
Tliaiiksgivlng Day. Even despite desertions to 
Havana and Tijuana, there are nearly as many 
horses here as there were last year; in fact, more 
than are necessary. The Kentnck.v delegation i« 
already here and every day brings additional ar- 
rivals from Mar.vland. However, not until the 
Bowie meeting is over will the final shipment come 
from that state. 

Jefferson Park npitenrs to better advantage than 
It did last year, improvements during the summer 
months adding favorably to its general ai>|»e:irancc 
and horsemen are loud in their praise of the 
changes. 'The track is in much better condition 
than last spring and slnmld be fast by o;>ening day. 
If no more rain fulls 

Racing secretary J. B. Campbell expects to have 
a fine program for Thanksgiving Day, and as the 
majority of the horses here are in racing condition, 
will find no trouble filling his cards 

Joseidi A. Mtirphy. J. H. Monek and H. P. Conk- 
ling will be the stewards of the meeting, while 
Ed Tribe will do tlie starting as soon as Bowie 
closes, James Osborne acting in his place for the 
first few- days. 

G. D. Bryan. Jr., secretary-treasurer and moving 
spirit of the Jefferson Park race track, arrived 
this morning from Baltimore, and he brought with 
him the news that Judge J. F. Monek, well-known 
Canadian racing official and former jurist in liis 
home cit.v of Hamilton, Ontario, will be the third 
man in tlie stewards’ stand at the coming Shrews- 
bury meeting with Joseph A. Murphy and Herman 
P. Conkiing. Judge Monek is due to get in Tues- 
day and it is expected tliat the other two stewards 
will arrive alxiut the same time. Messrs. Murphy 
and Conkiing will leave Baltimore tomorrow. 

Mr. Bryan is optimistic concerning the coming 
Jefferson Park meeting, and in his opinion it will 
be the best ever lieM nt that course. “With the 
exception of a few eastern owners who are going 
Into -winter quarters at the wind-up of the Bowie 
meeting, practically all of the stables now racing 
at Bowie will sliip to New Orleans.” said Mr. 
Bryan, “and we are in a quandary as to how to 
provide stalls for all of them. More horses of the 
higher grade will he here tlian ever before and if 
the weather will only hold up like it is now, New 
Orleans racegoers will be treated to some grand 
sjwrt.”

At tlie latter park there are 1.164 stalls and the 
applications for tliem already total three hundred 
more than are available. 

Each da.v finds additions to the list of requests 
for stable room, and it looks us though many of 
the racing establishments will have to take quarters 
for the entire winter at one track or the otlier, 
instead of moving with the meetings as in former 
years. 

The ideal weather of the past few days continued 
today, and the two race tracks were fairly alive 
with liorscs.

advices received yesterday, and among them will 
be Sands of Pleasure and Wadsworth’s I.4ist. two 
thorouglibreds wliich raced with much success licre 
last year. 

Additions to tlie riding colony include jockeys 
W. Obert, H. J. Burke, F. Murphy, F. Smith and 
J. Gruber. 

William Furnnm. tlie notetl moving picture actor, 
will race a large stable of horses here this winter, 
in cliarge of trainer W. H. Fixer. The Faruum 
liorses will lie sent down at tlie conclusion of the 
Bowie meeting. 

A party of Kentnck.v liorsemen sailed from here 
for Havana tliis morning. Among them were Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael (jninn, Mr. and Mrs. Victor Arm, 
William Kreis, Ijicine Hoffman, A. Melcher, A1 
Weinberg. Joint Moller and J. Moran. 

Llo.vd Gentry came <n tonight from I>*xington. 
Ky., ills horses having lieen liere for several days. 

Arniiigemeiits have again .been completed whereby 
the Illinois Central Railroad will run two a|»ecial 
trains daily to tlie Jefferson Park track. 

This city is .fiipidl.v filling with turf enthusiasts 
from ail parts of tlie country and the hotel and room- 
ing houses reiHirt more reservations for tlie winter 
season tlian ever before. Most of these on hand 
now are from X'ew York and Kentucky, where the 
seasons have ended, but the Maryland crowd will 
begin to come in during the coining week. 

The first race at Jefferson Park will lie called 
to the iiost at 2 o’clock each day and tills will 
enable the patrons to get buck to the city before 
darkness sets in.

Many iiersons liave an odd fancy for 
backing horses according to certain numbers on 
the program, tint tlie reasoning and deduction ot 
no two men are tlie same.

Perhaps it .is as gissl a way as any. 

Women who bet have llicir favorite messenger 
boys, and will allow no ollicrs to place tlicir com- 
missions. “Oil. where is iny lucky boyV” is the 
unxiuns inquiry that is licurd over and over again. 
If tlie lucky boy fails to turn up tliere is no b<*t. 

A s|ieculutor in doubt resorts to innumerable 
devices in his search fur tips. If only two horses 
go to tlie post lie probaldy tosses a coin to decide. 

If there are ten starters he writes their re- 
spective numbers on small bits of paper, shakes 
them in Ills liaiids, presses tlie palms close to- 
gether, iqiens them, and lilows the papers away. 
H«‘ pins Ills faith to the last one to leave Jiis 
hand.— ^Tit -Bits.

England have been gratifying to the breeders of 
thoroughbreds in the United States, who have re- 
sented the barring from the English Stud Book of 
any animal whose petligree traces to Lexington. 
The achievements of some of the best performers 
in France during 1920 furnislies additional proof, if 
any were needed, but there is a -world of merit 
in our goo<l old-fasliioiiod families. France has 
reall.v fnrnislied sensational testimonials to tlie 
quality of American str.iins of blood tlirongh Med- 
dlesome Maid. Phnsla, Cortland and other racers 
whose i>erformances this year liave been remarkable. 

The case of Meddlesome Maid is a fresh illus- 
tration of tlie romance of blood stock breeiling — 
one of those happenings -which make every man 
wlio owns a mare believe that some da.v he will 
breed a great performer. This phenomenal three- 
year-old filly was bred b.v Joseph K. Widener of 
Philadelpliiii nt his French Stud and sold by liim 
along with others to A. K. Macomber a year ago. 
Her dam. Colonial (Jirl, was b.v Me<ldler. She had 
made a name for herself by defeating llermis in 
the $50,000 World’s Fair Handicap at St. I»uis in 
1900. Slie was a mure of fine size and superb indi- 
viduality, but when bred to such sires as Rabe- 
lais. Snrdaiiapale and Econen. the best available 
ill France, she gave nothing to the turf tiiat was 
beyond tlie ordinary. Finally, tlioroughly dis- 
gusted with her, Mr. Widener mated Colonial Girl 
witli Irish Ijid, the Aaierican-hred son of Candel- 
mas and Arrowgrass, by Bramble, which was stand- 
ing at the stud of tlie late Herman B. Duryea. 
This horse was selected chiefly liecause he was 
near at hand.. Meddlesome Alnid was the result of 
tliat union, and it is one of the exasiierating 
pranks of fortune tliat she should have demon- 
strated her great iiowers of speed and bottom in 

the colors of another tlcin lier breeder. 

Early in the season just past the filly Flowershop, 
by Alcantara II. , was Iiailed as the champion of 
her age and sex in France, but the autumn proved 
that Aleddlesome Maid was not only her sniiericr, 
but tlie mistress of all the other thorouglibreds in 
France wlien it came to running over a long dis- 
tance. It is true that she was beaten by the 

English colt Comrade in one of tlie French races, 

but on that occasion she lost ulMiut eight lengths 

at the top of the stretch through being forced 

wide, but in the opinion of the best French critics, 
based on lier recent performance in winning tlie I*rix 
du Conseil JIunicipal, wliere she vanquished tlr-> 

best band that lias gone to the i)ost in France tliis 
.year, she is regarded as even superior to the win- 
ner of the Grand Prix de Paris over a long route. 

Jlr. Macomber. who was in X'ew Y'ork on Tuesday 
of last week, liaviug just returned from France, 

is alwa.vs loath to talk about his own liorses for 
publication, but when asked about Aleddlesome 
Maid’s race in the big event, he said: 

FRENCH LEADERS HALF AMERICAN. 

“It was superb the wa.v she beat her opjKHients 
at tlie finish and it was a great featlier in the cap 
of tliose who believe in American bloo<l. It is a re- 
markable fact that the five outstanding perform- 
ers on the French turf this year all carry strong 
infusions of American blood. Tliey are Durban, 
by Durbar — Bansliee, by Irish Lad; Dnrzetta. b.v 
Durbar — Frizette. b.v Ilninbnrg; Grazing, by Swceiier 
— Xantheiie. by Grey Plume; Plinsla, b.v Alainteuon 
— Pope Joan, by Disguise, and Cortland, by Maln- 
tenon — -Court Dress, also a daughter of Disguise. 
Durbar and .Sweeper are both full of American blood 
and the fact that Frizette is the second dam of 
Durban marks lier as u great brood mare, 'rhese 
five two-year-olds I liave just named will be the 
favorites for the big French tliree-year-old prizes 
of 1921. and when you consider that tliere are about 
7,000 liorses from wliicli tlie Frencli have to draw 
their supply, it is a phenomenal showing.” 

Mrs. liuryea bred Dnrzetta, Durban and Grazing, 
while Phnsla and Cortland were bred by the late 
W. K. Vanderbilt and went to Mr. Macoinlter in 
tlie recent transfer of all the liliKKistock owned b.v 
tliat good siKirtsman, wliose passing was lamented 
by all friends of tlie tlioronglibred lierc and abroad. 
Kacli of tliese two-year-olds ncliieved distinction 
during the current season and nil are said to be 
of fine individuality. 

Mr. Macoinlicr is singularl.v fortunate in tlie pos- 
session of so many American -bred mures obtaiiv'd 
tlirongli liis Vanderbilt inircliases. Tliese dams ate 
all registered in the French Stud Book because of 
their importation into tlie coiiiitr.v prior to tlie 
period tlie Englisli and French authorities r.used 
the barrier against Lexington and liis descendants. 
Tliis gives Mr. Alacomber a most nnhiue iwsition. 
The progeny of his mares of American lineage are 
eligible for registration also, but those from similar 
families bred here or from related families im- 
liorted from France would be banned. This fact 
gives force to an idio^vnerasy in connection witli 
tnrf regulations abroad wliicli those engaged in the 
breeding industry elsewhere find difficult to under- 
stand. 

QUEER ITALIAN HORSE RACE 



Annual Event at Siena With Armored Jockeys 
and Ancient Costumes. 



The most pecniiar liorse race in tiie world is the 
fumons Palio, wliicli takes place every summer 
at tlie picturesque Italian city of Siena. 

Alagnlflcent mediaeval costumes are worn by all 
who take part in tlie proceedings. Before the 
actual racing begins, tlie jockeys, clad in glitter- 
ing armor and their liorses beautifully saddled, 
make a tour of tlie course, accompanied by cavaliers, 
pages, arcliers, heralds and others. 

'I'lie scene of the race is tire Inige puiilic square 
before tlie conimnnal palace. Here an oval course 
is fenced off for tlie occasion, and sand spread over 
the ismcrete. The public are admitted free to the 
center of the square, and tlie outer side of tlie 
course is surrounded by stands and houses for the 
use of those who are willing to jia.v for seats. 

Every district <rf Siena is reiireseiited by a jockey 
ami lias an emblem, among tlieni being tlie snail, 
nnicorii. caterpillar, giraffe and iMircupiiie. Each 
contingent in tlie procession lias a stanilard show- 
ing these emblems, and the bearers juggle witli 
them as tliey niarcli along. 

Before tlie racing eii<-li jo<‘ke.v takes liis steed 
into a chnrcli in liis district and botli receive a 
blessing. 

As soon as tlie imwession is over, tlie jocke.vs 
retire to doff their armor. AVlien they reappear 

tliey resemble oiir oavii jockeys, Imt the liorses 
are williout saddles, barebacked riding iH'ing tlie 
rule. Amidst thunderous clieeriiig tliey at last 
get awii.v and race tliree times around the square. 
Every j«H-ke,v is allowed to use his wliip freely on 
tlie shoiildcrs of any of his rivals witliin re.-u-li. 

Directly the winner arrives at the post he is 
seized h.v tlie c-rowd. klssci) ami embraced and 
i-iirricd to the judges to receive the I’alio. or ;irizi>. 
whieh is an elaboratcl.v painted banner. This he 
l«‘iirs off in trinniph and dciH>sits in tlie church 

of liis district.

HAVANA. Uniia. Xovemlicr 20. — Tlie seveiitli sea- 
son of winter racing in t'ulia will lie inaugurated 
at Oriental Park on Tlianksgiving Day, November 
25, and eontinne for 100 or more da.vs. Approxi- 
mately $000. (KK> will ix‘ distrilnited in stakes and 
purses during tlie course of tlie meeting, wliich will 
be ciaisidcrabl.v in exci-ss of tlic amount distributed 
in any previous year. Tlie stake program comprises 
twenty-one richly endowed events, ranging in value 
from $15, (MK) added down to $2,000 added. These 
stakes closed for entries on Alonday, Novemtier 15, 
and received a bumper crop of nominations. 

Tlie group of twenty-one stakes is a notewortli.v 
one and is without dcuht the largest number ever 
offered at any winter race meeting. The action 
of tlie Cuban government in endowing two of the 
new stakes that were instituted at its behest is a 
happ.v angnry for the future of the sport In Cuba 
at least and will tend to place the sport of racing 
upon a still firmer basis. The announcement h.v 
general manager Fi-ank J. Brneii that no purse 
wcnld he less tlian $7(K). compared witli purses of 
$(500 last year, and also tliat the daily program 
would contain purses of $800, $900 and even SI. 200 
was good news to horsemen, and will l>e tlie means 
of attracting man.v of tlie better class of stables 
that litretofore have not participated in Cuban 
racing. 

Among tlie eiglit stakes that will have their inun- 
giirnl running at tliis meeting the Grand Prize of 
Cuba, at one mile and tliree-sixteenths, and having 
an added nioiie.v value of $15,000. which amount is 
suhscrihed by tlie Cuban government, takes preced- 
ence in importance and value, but it docs not liold 
the interest for Cuban racegoers as does the Cuba 
Produce Stakes, also a government -endowed affair, 
blit wliich. with its $10,000 added money, is not 
so valuable as tlie otlier event. The Culia Produce 
Stakes is for two-year-olds foaled in Cnlia. and 
will he tlie first stake for Cuban-bred Iiorsc-s to 
lie decided. To this fact tlie stake owes the won- 
derful interest that it has aroused among the na- 
tive racegoers. 

OUTSTANDING CUBAN FIXTURES. 

The Grand National Handicap and the Ciiiiun 
Derby are the cliief of tlie regular fixtures. The 
first-named retains its former added money value 
of $10,000. but the latter has been increased in 
value to $15,000. 

Not the least em*onraging sign of tlie times is 
tlie Interest the Cuban iteople are evincing in tnrf 
affairs. The first few meetings were marked liy 
apatliy on tlieir part and tlie track had to depend 
for snpiiort largely on American patronage. Suc- 
ceeding seasons, however, linve wrought a marked 
change in tlie attitude of tlie natives toward rac- 
ing and gradually they have acquired a distinct 
liking for the sport, as evidenced liy tlieir attend- 
ance in greatl.v increased numbers. Clean sport 
lias removed suspicion from their minds and given 
tliem the confidence that they liad lacked. Other 
factors also had their influence in getting the i>eo- 
ple to patronize tlie races. Mario G. Menocal, 
president of tlie republic, placed his stamp of ap- 
proval on racing and the conduct of the same by 
the club’s officials by attending at frequent inter- 
vals. uccoinpaiiicd liy liis cabinet officers, and set 
an exiinrple that was quicklj- emnlated by the so- 
ciety element. Whereas during tlie first two years 
the track iiud to deiiend upon American visitors 
for its patronage, the daily attendance last year 
was drawn largely from the native population, 
making it apparent tliat the old order had Ikh'ii 
reversed and that tlie track could be operated suc- 
cessfully witli Cuban patronage exclusively. 

Tlie big “liorse sjiccials” from Maryland and 
Kentnck.v liave arrived and all the liorses arc in 
good co,idition, meeting with no niisliiiiis on their 
way here. Training o|Mirations are already under 
wa.v and there will lie no scarcity of material to 
fill the program of tlie first week of tlie meeting. 

Tlie tnick is in gniiid condition and Oriental 
Park looks more In-antifnl tlian ever, if siicii a 
tiling is possilile. witli ninny udditional improve- 
ments completed. 

All tlie racing officials arc licrc or on tlieir way. 
Tlicy include John Hacliincister, for .vears noted as 
tlie manager of the laitonia and Douglas Park 
tracks, who will act lis one of tlie stewards, to- 
gether witli C. H. Laiisdale and F. .1. Brni-ii. 'I'lie 
judges will he C. Coriielilseii. M. Xatlianson and E. 
Jasiier. James Milton will again preside at tlie 
harrier, while W. W. Lyles will he paddock judge, 
J. S Wallace, iwitrol judge. .1. McLaiiglilin, timer, 
and Dr. F. W. Aslie. tlie veterinarian. Joliii Hncli- 
meistert M. X'athanson and C. Cornelilsen will do 
tlie liiindicapping. Martin X'atlianson will again be 
racing sccretar.v.

About 500 Horses on the Grounds 
Attracted by Rich Stakes and 
Overnight Purses. 



>5AN 1>IE(;0. ('al.. NovemlK-r 20. — Tlie winter 

race nieetiuK of the I.ower California Jockey Club 
that will begin at Tijuana course, wliich is just 
over the Mexican fi>rder in lower California and 
only some fifteen minutes by trolley from the 
business lieitrt of this city, on Thanksgiving will 
continue 125 days or more. It will be marked by 
the distribution among the liorsemen of between 
$.j00.(K)0 and $700,000— the gross sum will depend 
on the length of time tlie meeting is i>rolonged — 
and the running of more than a score of splendid 
stakes. 

General manager .T. W. Coffroth and his asso- 
ciates have improved and beautified the Tijuana 
course so that it now compares favorably with the 
most pretentious in this country. In addition no 
effort has been sp.ired to bring to Tijuana the best 
horses obtainable and. with that end in view, a 
grand array of valuable stakes were offered. 

The stakes number seventeen, with the Coffroth 
Handicap of $20,000 the salient feature and the 
U. S. Grant Hotel Handicap and Baja California 
Handicap of $10,000 each the next in importance 
There are three $5,000 features and the remainder 
range in value from $2,500 to $1,500. No purse 
will be less than $500. 

Already there are about 500 horses on the grounds, 
with others arriving daily from Keiituck.v and the 
far East. The track is in splendid condition and 
trainers are sending their charges along in a way 
to suggest that the fields for the opening days will 
not want for lack of horses ready to race. 

Winter tourists in these parts are increasing in 
numbers each succeeding year and from the large 
list of reservations at the hotels here there will be 
more here during the coming winter than ever 
before. 

San Diego, now a town of close to a quarter of 
a millipn, counting the thousands who constitute 
the population of its beautiful suburbs, is one of 
the most attractive wintering places on the con- 
tinent. The temperature never varies fifteen de- 
grees in this singularly equable climate. It is 
always June in southern California and northern 
Lower California There is never a day in the year 
when sea bathing and deep sea fishing are not 
possible, and these are two of the allurements of 
San Diego in winter. And no city on either the 
Atlantic or the Pacific seaboard that makes play 
for winter tourist patronage has anything on San 
Diego in the matter of hotels.

The acquisition of judge Nelsot> to the official staff 
at Tijuana is favorably commented on everywhere 
and his presence in the stewards’ stand is a guar- 
antee of clean racing and an assurance that the 
rules of racing will be strictly adhered to. 

Among the recent arrivals here i.s the string of 
W. C. Weant from Canada with twenty-two horses, 
including the veteran Top o’ th’ Morning, Diomed, 
Mary Reigel, Bon Otis, Anzac, Sir Oliver and others. 
All shipped well and will be ready for an early 
start. 

A top dressing several indies in depth has been 
put on the Tijuana track. This top dressing was 
selected by expert track engineers and It has al- 
ready lieen demonstrated that it dries "out almost 
immediately. James W. Coffroth is confident that 
from tliis season on the going of the Tijuana c-ourse 
will not lump as it did in years gone by and he 
lielieves tliat if he can get a fast enough horse 
out here in the course of the Winter meeting he will 
bring to Tijuana the mile record for the American 
continent.

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What the Constant Reference to the Three Old 
Heroes in Pedigrees Means to 
Modern Breeding. 

(BY EXILE.) 

It has recently been brought to my notice that 
not a few of those engaged in the pursuit of blood- 
stock breeding do not understand my constant refer- 
ence to Heroil, Matchem and Eclipse. For the 
benefit of those who are interested in the breeding 
and development of the thoroughbred horse 1 may 
say that it must first be understood that all thor- 
oughbred horses trace buck in every line of their 
pedigrees to one or other of these three horses, and 
that when reference is made to a horse as Eclipse 
it is so made because of the fact that the horse 
referred to traces back in the male line to Eclipse; 
tliat when writing of Herod, reference is made to 
one whicii tuns hack In the male line to him, fer 
in.stamv Hanover by way of Hindoo, Virgil, x’andal, 
Gl^iicoc. Sultan, Selim, Buizard. Woodpecker to 
Herod, and when writing of a Matchem, .<:iy for 
instance Omar Khayyam, it is done Iwcause (tniar's 
ancestry in the direct male line is Marco, Bar- 
caldine, Solon, West Australian, Melbourne, Hum- 
phrey Clinker, Comus, Trumpator, Conductor to 
M.itcheni. 

Granted tlien tliat all thoroughbred liorses do 
tract back in every line of their pedigrees to tln-s.r 
thife horses, what is to be learned from this? 

Along with others who have made an exha.istive 
study of the breeding of bloodstock, both past ami 
picsent, I am forced to the conclusion that the l est 
redults in racing and breeding are to be had oy a 
Mending of these three strains of blood, for it i.s 
in srch manner that the best, in greater proportion, 
have been and are bred. 

Here are the origins of the great three: 

Eclipse, chestnut, foaled in England 1764. bred 
by Mr. Wlldman; by Marske, a descendant of Dar- 
le.v Arabian, produce of Spilleta by Rcgulus and a 
member of the Bruce Lowe sire family No. 12. 

Herod, bay, foaled In England 1758, bred by the 
Duke of Cumberland; by Tartar, a descendant cf 
the Byerly Turk, produce of Cypron by Blaze acd 
a member of family No. 26. 

Matchem. bay, foaled in England 1848, bred by 
Mr. Fenwick; by Cade, son of Godolphin .Cnbian 
produce of a daughter of 'Partner and a member of 
the Layton Barb, Bruce Lowe family No. 4. 

A study of the breeding and likenesses of the 
best of the bygone horses is. I think, conclusive 
proof of that subtle something, the dominant male 
influence. 

Only last winter, when visiting the Wiklup Ranch 
of that estimable gentleman of quick thought and 
lierception— Mr. Rosseter — together we were looking 
over some pictures of Eclipse, the Godolphin Arabian 
and some horses of Herod descent. 

There was the bald-face, white-heeled chestnut. 
Eclipse, with his well set on tail, so strong, solid 
and courageous as is his lineal descendant Friar 
Rock and. also, there was the lop-eared, pig-faced 
and, as Mr. Rosseter put It, “slo^fal, droop-tailed, 
slouchy ancestor of all the Matchem tribe.” the 
Godolpliin Arabian, and also the rattier effeminate, 
lighter stamp, fine, more marelike horses of Herod 
descent. 

Horses of the Eclipse line, as was to be ex- 
pected, are and have been for some time past the 
strongest and best of the sires; the Herods are ut 
their best as brood more sires, and the coarsa, 
phlegmatic Matchems the leaven. 

St. Simon, of Eclipse descent bat well supplied 
with strains of Herod blood, scored best off mares 
which exhibited a strain of Matchem close to the 
surface, and in this blood St. Simon himself was 
deficient. 

The fortunes of the bouse of Matchem were at 
a low ebb when Melbourne appeared on the scene. 
The success of this blacksmith’s horse as a sire of 
race horses was remarkable, and even more so the 
success of his daughters as brood mares, as was 
that of tlie success of his son. Young Melboarne, 
In this particular, for Young Melbourne was the 
maker as it were of the fortunes of the Maid of 
Masham family. 

What of the Herods? The Herod horse Glencoe 
sired Pocahontas, dam of Stockwell, Rataplan and 
King Tom, before he left England and on his ar- 
rival in this country established for himself a repu- 
tation as .a brood marc sire which has never been 
equaled, and members of the Glencoe line such as 
Hindoo, Hanover, Hamburg, Burgomaster, Yankee 
and others of this tribe stand in a class by them- 
selves tfslay as bniod mare sires. Female members, 
too, of the French, Herod line, of Le Sancy arc 
greatly sought for on account of their excellence 
as brood mares. So it goes, Herod blood is gooil 
brood inure blood and all of this is no theory of 
my own, but as turf history is my guide, it is the 
manner in which the best of them have been bred.

2,000-POUND^DEVIL FISH 



How a Twenty-Foot Monster of the Deep Was 
Landed After Four-Hour Fight. 

Stories of giant devil fish of tro|iicaI waters 
famed in tales as guardians of Siianish treasure 
galleons, lost in the days of the Spanish Main, have 
brought Hunt Phelan of Memphis. Tenn, lawmakc’r 
and southern sportsman, to the gulf coast for many 
.rears. Disregarding the leaping tantoii and lesser 
game fish, Mr. Phelan has patrolled the waters of 
the Mississippi Sound for weeks each year, search- 
ing assiduously for devil fish. Several weeks ago. 
off Coden. he harpooned, outfought and landed one 
weighing over two thousand pounds. 

Since the passing of big game in this country 
many daring sportsmen have turned to the sea for 
the excitement of the chase, and for many years 
have made annual pilgrimages to the South Atlantic 
and South Pacific coast.s, engaging iii the ofttimes 
perilous simrt of fighting devil fish. Mr. Phelan 
is one of the pioneers in this pastime in the Gulf 
waters. Though his kill was only half the size 
of the largest of its kind on record he is elated 
with his success and is planning the organization 
cud establishment of a club at Coden for big game 
fishermen. 

Having lost at various times no less than two 
dozen haritoons and manilla cables in unsuccessful 
contests with devil fish, and having twice hud ta 
race his iwwer boat to evade the furious charges 
of the big fish of the sea, Mr. Phelan has accumu- 
lated much experience in the sport. From wlmle 
fishermen in the northern seas he has secured a 
remarkable collection of hari>ouns and lances and 
other accessories of the game. These he keeps at 
n lodge he has established at Coden. which he 
.proposes will be the home of the new club. 

Mr. Phelan reached Coden several weeks ago for 
ten days of his favorite s|K>rt. Securing the services 
of Captain John Graham and his power boat Ger- 
trude K., the Tennessee sitortsnian set out from 
Cmlen witli John Rolston, Mrs. John Rolston and 
G«s)rge Richards as his guests for the hunting 
greunds. 

While passing through Petit Bois Puss tite lookout 
saw a large devil fish on the surface of the water 
feeding. The launch was headed for the fish and 
the motor stopped. Hari’oons were unslung as the 
boat’s headwa.v carried it toward the big fisli. 
When within thirty feet of the game Mr. Phelan 
hurled his hnrimnn. As it struck and buried deep 
in the fisii the boat was covered with water and the 
hunters drenched with spray as the devil fish 
thrashed aliout on toj) of the water. 

Tile hnritoon cable was made fast to a cleat on 
the bow and the launch was towed rapidl.v through 
tile water for nearly a mile. When tlie fish 
stopped for a moment John Rolston and tJeorge 
RiHiards went over the side into a skiff and. in 
the small l)oat, drew np alongside tlie fish near 
enough to tlirow another harpoon into its back. 
The devil fish made off again, towing both bouts 
for several hundred yards. 

For four hours the fight lasted, the fish diving, 
charging and counter charging. Once it nearly over- 
turned the small boat, coming up almost under it 
after .1 dive. The arms or tentacles of the devil 
fish reached for the sides of the skiff, but Mr. 
Rolston skillfully maneuvered the boat and evaded 
the giant fish. While the thoroughly ensnared and 
bewildered fish whirled and thraslied about. Captain 
Graiiain brought the launch close cnougli for Mr. 
Plielan to throw a heavy steel lance into the head 
of the brute, killing it almost instantly. 

The devil fish was towed back into sliallow 
water at Coden. where it was photographed. From 
tip to tip it measured twenty feet, and its weight 
was estimated to lie 11.000 pounds. Twenty-five 
people hauled tlie fish on shore, where hundreds 
viewed the kill. — Jamc.s J. .Vlvarcz in The American 
Angler. 



ZANE GREY’S BIG CATCH 



Noted Novelist Tells of His Capture of a 418- 
Pound Broadbill Swordfish. 

.Since early in June I have Im'cii roaming the sea 
an and Catalina Island in s«*arch of iiroadbill sword- 
fi.sh. It is a hard gain'*, running fifty to seventy- 
five miles a day, perclicd on top of a rocking 
boat, peering over the water for the dark sickle- 
sha|>ed fins that afford such a tliriliing sight to 
a sea angler. Sun and wind and glare and heat, 
tliey Inirt tlie eyes and burn tlie skin and crack 
tile lips. Day after da.v this becomes at times 
almost unendurable. Yet it is only one and the 
least of tlie obstacles to overcome in catcliing a 
big brcadbill. The hardsliips and difficulties are 
what put broadbill swordfishing in a class by 
Itself — in my opinion, the supreme test of an 
angler’s determination, endurance and skill. 

So fur this season I have been outwitted and 
beaten by nine swordfisli. My battles with hooked 
fish have ranged seven hours aud thirty-five min- 
utes. six hours and fifteen minutes, one hour and 
twenty minutes, one hoar and five minutes, fort.v- 
five minutes, thirty minutes, ten minutes and the 
remaining two fish parted cempany with me in a 
few moments. Five of these swordfish broke my 
line and tlie otliers threw the hooks. I have hooked 
nine fish out of eleven strikes. My brother. R. C. 
Grey, has hooked two swordfish, one of which he 
fougiit for six hours, and lost, and the second one 
broke his line on the strike. 

Not an easy matter, is it. for an angler to come 
home to Avalon after sucli exi>erienccs and keep 
his month shut. I’erlnii>s that would be the wisest 
way, but 1 cannot do it. I have to tell iny experi- 
ences, jiartly because I am irrepressible and partly 
because I want to share my troubles and my joys. 
What makes such contidcnce.s rather unprofitable 
is the fact that so man.v listeners Imik skeptical. 

Rut even an unluck.v fisherman like myself can- 
not forever have bad luck. On July 111 1 hud an- 
other story to tell. 

We sighferl a big broadbill, circled him with a 
barracuda bait and on the first pass he took it. 
I hooked this fellow. The hook stayed in him 
aud nothing broke He was a surface fighter, 
making ns chase him all over the ocean. He would 
run a hundred yards one way and when we caught 
up with him aud I got back the line he would 
run some other wa.v. In the next hour I fought 
him hard, pulling him near enough for ('aptaiii 
Roerstler to gaff. He lungeil and straightened 
out tliat gaff. Tlie run lie made then seemed to 
be his farewell stunt, but, wonderful to realize, 
nothing broke and again we cunglit np witli him. 
Perhaps in half an hour I got him near tlie Isiat 
again. Tills time lie tisik gaff and gaff roia-. and 
almost took Captain Roi-rtsler also. M.v Isiatman 
had jierve to gaff tliat fisli. wagging Ids sword 
not six fiH*t from us and looking .as if he meant 
to ram tlie Isiat. I liad sttMxl np to tlirow off my 
drag and tie read.v for an.vthing. So 1 could see 
plaiiil.v. Tlie fish was close and a few inches of 
Ids dorsal fin siiowcd uIhivc tiie surface. He 
looked fierce, but aiMiarently not so very large. He 
made a tremendous splasli, deluging us with water. 
Then he look tlie longest and hardest run of the 
fight. I gave him up a thousand times. Rut lie 
stayed on. After that we chased him miles, it 
seemed to me. We could see the gaff roite shin- 
ing behind him. Next, he went down and down. 
.Vm feet. When he stopiied my labors increased. 
He seemed ancliored solid. Inch by inch, foot by 
fisvt, 1 pnmiied him up and in iierhaiis half an 
hour of very hard work 1 brought him to gaff 
again. ThLs time Captain Roerstler held him. 

But not until I had lassoed his big tail did 1 
let out a yell. Then my boatman left me stand- 
ing there, while he nearly broke his neck to put 
up his sword-fish flag. It w.ts funny and certainly 
exiiisalde Rut every nionient 1 expected that 
broadbill to wake np and pull away friaii me. We 
could not lift him alsaird and it tisik four iumrs 
to tow him to Avalon. He weighed llS pounds. — 
Zauc Grey, iu New York tiuu.

It is said that the quail shiMitiiig will b" lietter 
this autiiniii in Oklahoma than for the last ten 
years. The open season on quail in that state is 
the montli of Ib'cemlier and part of tlie timo tlie 
weatlier is so unfavorable that no liunting can be 
done and this helps to make the birds plentiful.
